‘The first letter, dated Jan. 20, 1858, is 
from Mr, H. Morivale, on behalf of the Go- 
vernment, to the Governor of the Company, 
informing him of the conditions on which 
they are prepared 'to advise the Queen to 
renew the license of the Company for ex- 
e trading with'the Indians for afurther 
term of twerity-one years from its approach- 
ing expiratlon on the 30th of May, 1859. 
‘These conditions are, the reservation, as in 
the present license, of,any tetritories which 
may be formed by the British Governihent 
into colonies, and the exception of Wan- 
couver's Island, us already constituted |a 
colony. ‘Dhie Island it is intendeil tore! 
purchase and take from the Company’ on 
the expiration of existing license, und tle 
Directors are requested to fornish the Go- 
vernment with a statement of the sums for 
which they claim respayment as expended 
by them upon the Island, and as the value 
of their establisliments and effects, aceord- 
ing to the terms of the grant.

Supposing that no such proceedings are 
taken, and ‘that Canada declines to contest 
the question of boundary, in the manner 
suggested. Mr, Labouchere, is of opinion 
that the objects recommended by the Com- 
mittee may be attained by another course.

Judging, however, from the last official Bank 
statement for February, it is evident the end 
is not yet; for anotlier turn of thescrew bas 
been taken; aud: the business ‘community 
pipes on still shorter allowance of a circu- 
ating medinm.

The monthly statements of the Banks for 
October, 1856; shew the circulation to be

decrease $6,576,928, A decredsa of nearly 
ono half of its circulating medium, in the 
short space of 16 months, is quito suflicient 
to cause a money ypabic in any country like 
Canada, where eredit is the chief capital of 
thetrader. If to the above bo added the 
decrease in circulation of the Gore Bank, 
Bank of British North Ameriaa—not in- 
cluded in tho foregoing statement—the to- 
tal would amount to at least ono half of the 
circulation of October, 1856, or in othor 
words; for two dollars then in circulation, we 
have but one now, Another important 
consideration is, that tho October, 1856, 
statement, is before the produce operations 
commenced, while the Fobruary 
statement, bas oll the advantage of tho cir 
culation obtained by the winter purchases 
of thocountry. ‘The figures just prove this 
fact, that the indebtedness of tho country is 
so great, that bills iramediately find their 
way back to the vaults of the bank, taking 
either specie, or its equivalent exchanges 
for redemption, Until tho Jast month or 
two, bank balances were settled by exchange 
on England, wheramoney was 8 or 10 per 
cent, while our laws here forbid a greater 
intorest to bo taken than 6 per cont. Whilo 
money commanded such a Iigh rate of in- 
terest in England, our banks were simply 
losing by their discount, and exchange 
operations here. 1

A Bill lias been introduced, by Solicitor Ge 
neral Rose, to amend and cotsolidate the laws 
relating to the interest of money, or in other 

| words to repeal the présent Usury Laws, The 

following is a copy of the bill 

An Act to Consolidate and aménd the Laws 
relating to the Interest of Money 

Whereas it 1s expedient to consolidate and 
amend the laws reluting to the rate of intorest 
of money: Therefore, Her Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council and Asrembly, of Canada, enacts as 
follows ; 

i "the legal rate of interestin thix Province, 
in all’Cases where another tate ‘may not be 
Fagreed on as hereinafter provided; is declared 
to be and shall remain as heretofore at gnd af- 
ter the rate of six per centum per annum. 

I, No contract to be hereafter made for 
any higher rate than six per cent per annum, 
shall théreby become yoid in the whole, but 
the cont¥act and every security for tho same 
shall be void''o fay and so fur only as relates 
to any excess of intrest over and above the 
rate of six peréenturn, except in thé case men- 
tioned in the next following section ; and pro- 
vided nevertheless, thatif iss any case an excess 
of interest over the legal tate shall be yolun- 
tarily paid, then such payments shall be held 
valid, and no action or proceedings for its rasti- 
tution shall be maintained or allowed ei 
law or in equity, nor shal! such excess 
yputed or taken to bein reduction of the princi-

‘ JIL. No, hill, of exchange, whether inland or 
foreign, or Promissory note, matle payable at 
or any time, within twelve months from the 
date of such bill or note respectively, or not 
havitig more than twelve months to run, and 
no draft or bill payable at or any period witli- 
in nine months after sight, shall; by reason of 
any rate whatsoever of interest taken thercon 
or secured thereby, or Of any agreement to 
pay or receive or allow any rate of interest in 

isonnting, negotiating or transferring the 
same, be yoid either wholly or in part, nor 
shall the liability of any party to any such bill 
of exchange, draft or promissory note be af- 
fected in any way by rtason of such agreement 
or payment; but, in regard of such bills of ox- 
change, drafis and promissory notes, it shall 
be lawful for any person or persons, bodies 
politic or corporate, to stipulate for and alloy, 
take, reserve and exact, such discount or rate 
of interest ax may be agreed on, and any such 
rate of intercat or discount shall be legully re- 
soverablo. 

IV. No contract to bo hereafter made in this 
province’ for the loan or forbearance of money 
or money’s worth at any rate of interest what- 
soever, and no payment in pursuance of such 
contract, shall make any party tosuch payment 

‘liable to any penalty, forfeiture or proceeding, 
whether civil or criminal, for usury; any law, 
statute or charter to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. A 

Y. Nothing in this act contained shall apply 
to or affect or be construed to lessen.or impair 
the powers or rights of any body politic or 
corporate specially authorised in law to loan 
money at a higher rate of interest than six per 
centum per annum.

they thought it too- Ottawa members—all 
Central Canada” would then stick to them 
through thick and thin, in hopes that Ottawa 
out be the Metropolis; and the anciont 
Capital and all the regions round about would 
yote for the Administration, for so they might 
have the boon. 

But when the denouement comes, then 
comes the tug of war. Quebec holds meetings 
directing her members to vote down the Min- 
istry if they confirm the Queen's choice, Ot- 
tawa declares that it would be treason to do 
otherwise; and so they go, Eastern Canada 
will not yield, Western Canada will be too 
glad to kick them out on any grounds, to. sup- 
port them on this; and now they are in the 
same position they were before the matter was 
referred, with the additional odium that a year 
of bribery and corruption has attached to their 
names. What new engine of corruption they 
will put in’ requisition to stave off their defeat, 
no one unlearned in their peculiar science of 
Government can conceive; but some gigantic 
swindle, we have every reason to believe, will 
be tried, for which the country will have to 

pay. Whether they will be able to buy a little 
Touver lease of power remains to be seen; but 
if they do, thia is cortal,, that tho people will 
be robbed of the price they pay. 


Ifany body doubts that a regular system of 


buying up support has been practiced since 
the present Ministry came into power, let him 
tase in another column watatement of the cus- 
toma, and of the costs of collecting them, for 
the Jast few years, and let him explain why, 
with a revenue, at this port for instance, fal 
ing from £12,000 to £6,426, it_ was necessary 
to increase the expenses of collecting it from 
£812 to £1,160, In the yoar 1854 it cost 
6 7-10 por cent to collect the revenue; in the 
your 1857 it cost 24 per cent to do the samo 
work. 

The result of these peculations and bribe- 
ries, if unchecked, will bo in a few years to 
mako the whole community no better than re- 
ceivers of stolen goods. And positively to 
take the state of public morality at the poilt 
where the Hincks’ iniquities found it, and com 
paro it with the present, we need not be sur- 
prised at any amount of deterioration for the 
future, 

But, “when things come to the worat thoy 
must mend,” surely if not at the worst they 
are bad enough, 

“Whon roguos fall out honost men got their 
due,” and perhaps after all, that will save the 
country.
